8) the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered,

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of
a felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer;

10)  the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer;

11)  the defendant shall notify the probationofficer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer;

12)  the defendant shall not enter into any agreem ent to act as an informer or a special agent of a law enforcement agency without the
permission of the court; and

13)  asdirected by the probation officer, the defendant shall notify third parties of risks that may be occasioned by the defendant’s criminal
record or personal history or characteristics and shall permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confirm the
defendant’s compliance with such notification requirement.
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SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION

1. The defendant shall participate in a program of testing, counseling and treatment for drug abuse, as directed by the
Probation Officer, until such time as the defendant is released from the program by the Probation Officer.

2. The defendant shall not purchase, possess or consume any organic or synthetic intoxicants, including bath salts,
synthetic cannabinoids or other designer stimulants.

3. The defendant shall not frequent places that sell or distribute synthetic cannabinoids or designer stimulants.

4. The defendant shall participate in a program of mental health treatment, as directed by the Probation Officer, until such
time as the defendant is released from the program by the Probation Officer.

5. Upon reasonable suspicion, the defendant shall submit his or her person, property, house, residence, vehicle, papers,
computers (as defined in 18 U.S.C. § 1030(e)(1)), other electronic communications or data storage devices or media, or
office, to a search conducted by a United States probation officer. Failure to submit to a search may be grounds for
revocation of release. The defendant shall warn any other occupants that the premises may be subject to searches
pursuant to this condition. g

6. Within 30 days of release from imprisonment, the defendant is to have a meeting with the sentencing Judge, arranged
by the Probation Officer.

7. The defendant shall not purchase, possess or consume alcohol during the term of supervised release.

8. The defendant shall have limited contact with Andrew Little, the father of her son, Namonti, one day a week from 12:00
p.m. until 3:00 p.m., for the sole purpose of enabling Namonti to spend time with Little. The day of the week is to be
arranged with the Probation Officer.
